DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 26-45 and 47 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As argued on the 3 rd , 6 th , and 8 th page of Remarks, filed November 23, 2009, the 
cited references have failed to teach "the electrical pulse driving means ... driving 
the cholesteric liquid crystal material, within successive frames each having a 
predetermined time period which is sufficiently short that an average reflectance 
of the color LCD apparatus over the predetermined time period is perceived 
without the appearance of visual flicker, into homeotropic state in a fraction of 
said predetermined time period and into the planar state in the remainder of said 
predetermined time period, said fraction being selected in accordance with the 
grey level" in combination with other limitations of claims 26 and 45 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
